If all (or almost all) of those oersor.s who returned their ballots and 
indicated thereon a willingness to keep playing nant to go on considering the large 
number of dropouts/ wa ! re game. This means that Larry St.Cyr (who indicated (3) as 
his first choice, and those persons who chose- (2.1; (Beyerlein, Gochran, Dean, Harri- 
son) would have to be willing to continue even with less than | the players contain- 
ing* This would also mean we would combine the unplayed countried with the ones 
still being played, to produce some degree of equality among the remaining players 
to insure a rousing fight to the finish. And this would mean some changes in the 
rules and procedures to expedite the play, and to accomodate the reduced number of 
players*. . ■■ ' 

Actually, although there were a large number of dropouts, by far the largest per- 
centage occurred In the Off -Board nations and Revolutionaries, thus leaving "a core 
of on-board players for continuing play. By types- -of -country, players are:

2. A.AI will appear monthly, and will be a maximum of 10 pages per issue so it 
may be sent out Ist-class.* Deadlines will be too months apart for moves, three weeks 
for votes. First issue of A.A.i after move deadline will contain move results, bus- 
iness of W.O.R.L.D. , . short 0;Decl. (vie will not publish Treaties in'their entirety, 
but only summaries prepared by player and sent along as part of Treaty as below), 
and whatever else there is room for* Second issue of A.AL after deadline will con- 
tain corrections to first issue, propaganda and press releases, W.O.R.L.D. Business,- 
and the like.

MORE OFFICIAL DECLARATION S (either left over from AAl #8 or came in late) 

I. Be it hereby known that the' Republic of Argentina, not desirous of achieving 
the* status of a nation with colomial territory, does grant the territories ceded 
to the Republic by the Treaty of Merida total and absolute independence. 

II. These territories properly consist of the entire former American state of 
Texas, together with all territories ceded or sold by the Republic/state of Texas 
to the United States in l8£0 and the entire state of Oklahoma (sometimes known as 
the Indian Territories). 

III. The granting of independence of the territory enumerated in Article II shall 
be understood not to impair in any way the economic, military, and other standing 

of the Republic of Argentina in the game of Hypereconomic Diplomacy. All economic 
factors available to the independent territories must be only those which are inhe- 
rent" to the territories, or those for which. they conduct free trade. 

IV. That the newly independent oerritories shall henceforth be known as the Re- 
public of Texas. 

That, in order to enhance the potential for growth within the Republic of 
Texas, The Bank of the Republic of Argentina will open a branch office within the 
Republic of Texas. 

VI. That, in view of the current unpreparedness of the Republic of Texas to 
counter possible foreign aggression, The Republic of Argentina hereby agrees to 
guarantee the integrity of the Republic of Texas for the next five years.

I. The United States of America and the Aztec Empire of Mexico hereby enter Into 
a treaty of perpetual friendship and alliance for the purpose of rectifying all pre- 
vious misunderstandings and cooperating in the economic development of the Western . 
Hemisphere. 

II. The United States of America hereby retrocedes to Mexico the States of Cali- 
fornia, Nevada, Utah, Oklahoma, and Texas and the Territories of Arizona and New 
Mexico, together with such, portions of the States of Wyoming and Colorado lying west 
and south of the Treaty Line of 1819, and the southwest corner of the State of Kansas

VII. The United States and Mexico shall jointly build and administer a canal

PROPAGANDA/PRESS RELEASES FOR WINTER, 1901 

Ar abia — The civil disorder declared by the gamesmaster to exist in Arabia is pro- 
digiously exaggerated. The Arabian government has played an active role in WORLD 
each season where this has been called for, and the minor rebellion which took place 
during the past year has been completely quelled. Sheik Shillyshally declares that 
Arabia shall return to its former situation as a major economic power in the course 
of the game, although it has no intention of involving itself in military conquests 
of any sort, 

A ustin , Texas (27 June 1901) — The new president of the Republic of Texas, S.F.A. 
Smith, today "formally applied for membership in the W.O.R.L.D. as one of the first 
acts of the newly independent Republic. In his announcement, he cited the vast im- 
portance of the W.O.R.L.D, as a peacekeeping force and called upon all of the nations 
of the Earth to support the organization's efforts. 

Bo snia — The Governor of Bosnia wishes to assure all states which had treaties with 
the former state of Bosnia that these treaties will be honored by Balkania as under 
Article XVI section I of the Constitution of Balkania. #### While the Governor of 
Bosnia favors world peace, he recognizes that it is sometimes necessary for a Major 
Power *oo use force to insure the security of its borders against other Major Powers, 
It Is hoped, however, that a general European War will not break out. The Governor 
of Bosnia also welcomes correspondence from any state over matters of mutual in- 
terest. — C. Hawkins/Governor of Bosnia 

B uenos Aires, Argentina (21 June 1901) — The Directors of the Bank of the Republic 
"(of Argentina) today announced their .plans to establish a branch office in the Re- 
public of Texas. The new bank, to be named the Bank of the Republic (of Texas), 
will be a first for the world, as never before has a branch of a National Bank been 
located outside of that country. A spokesman for the Board of Directors stated 

that the decision to locate a branch in the Republic of Texas was made as part of the 
bank's long-range plans to nrovide more and better services to its patrons. It is 
hooed that the location of a branch in North America will increase the convenience 
of using the bank for customers in that area. #### Plans are reported underway to 
locate additional branch offices in Europe and Southeast Asia, if satisfactory loca- 
tions could be found. ### In order to facilitate world trade, the new Bank of the 
Republic (of Texas) plans to utilize the same gold credits (ks) as are already in 
widespread international use — those issued by the Bank of the Republic (of Argentina) . 
That currency issued by the new bank will differ only in having the word "TEXAS" 
inscribed on the face of the bill,
